steamship thirty-five miles oft' Mi- 
ami, Fla., Monday afternoon 
and 


brought here today on the steamship. 


The men had been floating on the 


plane 18 hours without food or water 
after an engine breakdown which 
forced them to drop from a flight to 
the surface of the sea. 


One of the pontoons of the hydro- 


airplane sprung a leak during the 
hours riding the waves and the craft 
would not have remained afloat more 
than an hour after the rescue, the 
aviators said. Huge sharks added to 
their peril. 


The captain of the rescuing steam- 


ship said that a heavy squall was 
coming up when the aircraft in dis- 
tress was sighted and high seas had 
begun to break over it when his ves- 
sel came alongside. The pair were 
nearly exhausted although they re- 
marked to quarrantine officials on 
their arrival today that "all the dam- 
age we suffered was to our disposi- 
tions." 


The hydroairplane, which weighs 


2200 pounds, was hauled aboard the 
steamship and brought here with the 
aviators. At the quarantine station it 
was turned over to the care of a gov- 
ernment guard ship which towed it 
to a naval base here. It was found to 
be very little damaged.

OHIO SELECTS 


ARE TAKING OUT 


WAR INSURANCE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Camp Sherman. Chillic-otlie. Ohio, 


May 9.—Practically every one of the 
42.000 Ohio and western Pennsyl- 
vania selects at Camp Sherman have 
taken out $10,000 worth of the gov- 
ernment's war risk insuiance .acc- 
ording to announcement made today 
by camp authorities. This record is 
said to compare more than favorably 
with other national 
army canton- 


ments. 


To date 40,979 policies have been 


writen at Camp Sherman for a grand 
total of $129.871.760 
All but 35 


of the 700 men received here in the 
last increment of the first draft three 
or four weeks ago have taken out in- 
surance and already more than half 
of the S.OOO men received during the 
past two weeks have obtained gov- 
ernment policies. 


Personnel officers explained today 


that men holding government 
war 


risk insurance will be aided by the 
government, through the treasury de- 
partment, in rehabilitating themslves 
after the war or in case they are in- 
jured. 


Men so badly injured 
that they 


cannot earn a living at 
their old 


trades or profession after leaving the 
hospital will be sent to government 
rehabilitation schools, which will be 
established in various parts of the 
country.. They will be taught 
to 


work at which they can earn a living 
despite their injuries. Such aid will 
be given only to men unable to earn 
a livelihood/

The Beautiful Foot. 


Very low heeled footwear is fatal 


to the beauty of foot, instep' and 
ankle. A woman's foot requires some 
support under the bones of tbe arch 
which are more delicately adjusted 
than the .bones of a man's foot. So 
women should' wear a moderately 
high heel on all of her boots, shoes, 
slippers and boudoir mules from girl- 
hood to old age.'lf she desires to re-, 
tain an arched Instep, a trim slender 
ankle and a sprightly step. 


Some women who are very proud 


of their feet, never wear slippers at 
all out of their bedroom or occasion- 
ally with a dinner gown. For walk- 
ing, dancing and standing about in 
formal costume, button boots that 
support the ankle are donned. The 
high buttoned boot now so fashion- 
able, comes in many fetching styles 
and shapes to suit every need of the 
days occupation with correct yet com- 
fortable footwear. 


The feet should be bathed in hot

Callous places should be 
kept down with a bit of fine sand- 
paper or a manicure file, "out the foot 
treated to a dash of cold water once 
a day and rubbed with vaseline and 
lemon'once a week, will not likely 
be troubled with callous places.

When it la time to feed the baby, 


take the cold bottle from the ice and 
place it, still corked, in a vessel of 
warm water, having the water cover 
the bottle above the milk line, and 
then allow the water to heat.

To test the temperature of milk,

Jf it 
feels comfortably warm on the moth- 
er's skin, It will be about right for 
baby. If it has become too hot, cool 
the bottle under the running water. 
The mother should never put the nip- 
ple in her mouth t& test the tempera- 
ture of the milk, as an infection, such 
as a cold, might easily be conveyed 
in this way to the baby.

FILM SPREAD OVER WATER 


Thin Shtet en Surface Hat PropsrtlM 


That Are Very Like Those of 


. 
• 
India Rubber. 


It seems not to be generally under- 


stood that the surface of all water 10 
covered by a film of the water Itself, 
Avhich in Its action Is not unlike that 
of a thin sheet of India rubber, says 
'Edward Blgelow, the scout naturalist, 
iu Boys' Life. 
Tx> comprehend this 


'one must Imagine the rubber to be so 
jthlu as to be transparent. The surface 
'of the water itself Is elastic and under 
[tension, so that a needle, though heav- 
[ler than the water, may be floated on 
the surface. 


i Several Interesting experiments may 
ibe made with the elasticity of this 
'film. One of the best is to place two 
slender splinters of wood side by side 
on the water. Now drop a little alco- 
jhol between the splinters. This alco- 
hol will immediately break the surf- 
ace film between the splinters, and 
the pulling force of the remaining film, 
'since there Is nothing between them 
'to hold them, will cause the splinters 
'instantly to fly apart 


Another interesting experiment Is to 


whittle a thin, slender splinter, pointed 
at one end somewhat like a boat. Place 
a tiny bit of gum camphor on the rear 
'of this splinter and the gum will de- 
stroy the surface film so that there 
will be no pull In the rear. As there 
Js a pull in the front not balanced by 
(One In the rear, the tiny boat will run 
forward as rapidly as the camphor 
jean dissolve the film In the rear.

ple. Its vast storehouses, are stocked 
with supplies far beyond anything we 
have in America. They have utilized 
their factories for the manufacture of 
cotton goods, and In one storehouse In 
Petrograd we found 50,000,000 meters 
of gauze. They had 5,000,000 suits of 
underwear for their soldiers. 
They 


run their hospitals quite as well as the 
sanitary department of the army. In 
the winter palace were 500 beds of a 
Red Cross hospital, its lofty ceilings 
and big rooms splendidly ventilated 
and splendidly administered. One could 
not help bnt think that this was the 
iest use to which the winter palace 
ver had been put.—Cartoons Maga- 
zine.

finger, Henry Campbell writes in the! 
[Lancet, London.

Cruelty, Implying as It does self-, 


consciousness—the ability to realize j 
the feelings of others—is essentially at 
human attribute. 
Children who im- 


pale frogs and eviscerate flics cannot 
be said to be cruel, for they know not 
what they do. Nor are the lower ani- 
mals cruel, seeing that they are wholly 
unconscious of the sufferings of oth- 
ers. Thus the charge of cruelty against 
the carnivora Is unjust. These animals 
generally destroy their victims out- 
right and in the rare cases (e. g., cat 
and mouse) where they prolong the 
suffering they have no knowledge of 
the pain they are causing. When, 
'therefore, we stigmatize the conduct of 
the cruel man as "brutal" we wrong 
the brutes. 


The animal which attacks another, 


and in so doing causes pain, merely 
{responds to a blind, unthinking In- 
stinct ; but man, proud man, who looks 
Before and after, Is able to realize and 
take pleasure in the pain he deliber- 
ately, and by subtle means maybe, sets 
out to cause. It is clearly absurd to 
speak of his conduct as "brutal." 
.Rather should we call it devilish, the 
jdevll usually being credited with a 
igoodly share of Intelligence. We must 
! cease to libel the brutes by designat- 
ing the basest acts of man as brutal. 
IAS a matter of fact, they cannot be 
'charged with nomnoral conduct, see- 
ing that they are devoid of self-con- 
sciousness.

ishment as two slices of bread.

flour. 
They show you this finely- 


ground flour, and it looks as light 
and white as the fluffiest wheat pro- 
duct the Dakota fields ever turned 
out. Potatoes are one of the world's 
greatest staples. 
At their present 


price we have no right to growl about 
cost of living until we have made 
liberal use of them.
